Wliere shall we Bury our Dead ? 

Tho present public Comotory is very 
soon to bo closed, und Iho question, 
«Whero shall wo bury our dead?' will 
ero long bo beard on ovory band. To 
■whom Bhall tho peoplo look for a reply? 
Wo are not going to stop to quoetion 
the power to olose tho public Cemelory 
without on Act of Parliament. Tho 
public interest demands that it should 
bo closod^ and there will not bo much 
inolinatiou toraiso a legal quibble,— pro 
vided another suitable burial place shull 
havo boen opened. So fur as we have 
been ablo to learn, nothing of c practi- 
cal naturo towards providing suoh a 
desideratum baa jet been dono. Beyond 
mero suggestions, nothing, so far as wo are 
aware, had been doDO. It has beon sujjgost 
od that tho Ogden Point property, or a por 
tion thereof, should be applied to the pur 
pesas of o public Cemetery. Surely the 
eugpestion cannot havo mnny supporters. In 
tho flrat place, we ore led to balitvo tbat the 
nature ol the ground is not favorable. In 
the second place, it would be extremely un 
desirable to bury our dead undor our very 
q 088 and wbore every eonthwind that blows 
would givo tho community tho lull benefit ol 
any impure exhalations. In the third place, 
Ogden Point ia needed for tho uso of the 
living and for a very different purpose. The 
cry ie, " Where t'uall we bury the dead out 
of our sight? ' It would bo unnatural and 
undesirable tbat tbe dtad Bbccld be buried 
on the very face of the city — that what ought 
to be the most attractive andimpOBiog foaturo 
cf the Victoriaof the no distant future Ebould 
be a grave yard I It is to tho leewardj not 
wiDdward, tido of the oity that tbe site for a 
Cemetery must be found. And wo are led 
to believe that thero would bo no difficulty 
in obtaining a euitablo site, both io point 
of soil and djslanco, at the back of tbe city, 
at a price comparitively triflirg. But who 
shall undertake tbe work of procuriog tho 
site and opening the Cemetery ? The gen- 
eral Government con hardly be exjw»eted to 
assume such grave responsibilies. It would 
io some sense lie beyood tbe jurisdiction of 
the Ciiy Fathers. It occurs to us tbat tbo 
object would be best attained by the forma- 
tion of a Company, incorporated under suitable 
oharter regulations. Tho people of Sao 
Francisco bury their dead in Lone 
Mountain Cemetery, which is "run" by a 
Company ns a comniercihl speculation. Tbe 
reader who has visited that Cemetery will 
know tbe admirnble manner in which it ia 
conductod. The coat of a Bingle interment in it 
is $3, and at any time, within a year a deed 
for the ground (4 feet by 8 leet) will bo given 
upon the additional pnyment of §2. Thus tbe 
intermeut and th« title to the ground only 
costs $5; whereas the cost of intermeut alone 
in our public Cemetery iB $u, and no title in 
fee can be got; at any time the ground may 
be turned to other uses ! Were a Buitable 
Cemetery opened by a Company acting undor 
a oharter fixing interment nt ft moderate rate 
and making provision for tho conveyance of 
ground on liberal terms to persons desiring to 
acquire in fee, and at tho 8'me time, provid» 
ing a "Potter's Field " in which strangers 
and paupers might bo interred at a nominal 
charge of, say, ono dollar, as is tho case at 
Loan Mountain Cemetery, the public want 
would probably be best met in this way. 
Who Bhall move in this matter ? It appears 
to ua that the necessary machinery is almost 
ready to hand If each of tbo Lodges of Masons 
and Odd Fellows is this community would 
appoint a Committee, these Committees might 
confer together and tho preliminary difllcuK 
ties would thus bo surmounted nt once. The 
initiatory steps must neceisarilly bs taken 
by somebody; and they cannot bo taken too 
soon. The bodies to which we havo alluded 
would naturally feel much interested in tho 
matter, and if they could place tbe scherao on 
a practical tooling, they would bo conferring 
a great, benefit upon the public.

Q,aeen Charlotte Islands, which areohief-% 
ly occupied by the Hydalis, are situated on 
tho northwest coast of North America, about 
52 or 53 deg. north. Tbo group comprises 
three i»loiids, of various eizeB. Thoy ure iu 
general mouutaiuous. Tbe climate is hu- 
mid. Tbe islands on tho eoutb und middle 
are heavily timbered; on tbe north ([ am in- 
formed) tbore ia a vast extent of level coun- 
try about fVtassett. Tbe natives era a branch 
of the Hydah Kolucbians, as some writers 
term them. There is a striking resemblance 
betweon them and tbe Tongas, the Stiokeen 
nnd all nther natives up to Alaska und Ko- 
diac. There is also nn affinity in tho lan- 
guages, which, together with a good many 
other evidences, go for to prove that they 
aro one and the sumo poople; and further, 
think there is evidence enough to prov 
they are identical with the people ou tbe 
Aeiaticiside of Behring's Straits. Capt Gold, 
un old Chief whom I mot at Cowpats (tho 
ooal mines), told mo his tribo and tho Stic- 
keeas were brothers, being doaceoded from 
tbo same original stock, and as a proof gave 
me tbe following traditional 

HISTORY OP THE HTDAU3 ! 

A very long time ago, be said, befoto hia 
forefathers came to Queen Cbarlotto Island, 
they lived up in the Stiokeen country, hav- 
ing previously come from tho north. It be- 
ing customary for Bomo of the tribe to go 
across to Queen Charlotte's dnring tho sum- 
mer months, some of tiit-.m aiier long aud 
continued visits, bethought themselves to 
live tbero all tbo timo, aud tho only draw- 
back to their wellaro wsb tbo nbscnoo of 
mountain sheep. Long before tho Clingat, 
no tbey of Stickeen call tbomaelve^ petitioned 
the Cbooah or Yale, (as the native 
raven is onlled in Stiokeen, Cbooab 
or Yale being the supremo God) 
that thay might havo somothiog else to eat 
besides salmon nnd fruit. In reply tho 
Chooah rando a pair, malo and fomalo ol 
mountain sheep and gave them for their ha» 
bitatioo tho mountaius of tha Northwest on 
the mainland, wbilo on the island tbera were 
none. On tbe mainland, in tho fullness of 
time, thoy were relished as an article of 
food and eought after. By this time tho 
adventurers on Queen Charlotte Island had 
located themselves, and wishing to havo 
mountaiu sheep, petitionod the Cbooah, who 
flatly refused to give ihera any. This re- 
fusal led to a dissension, samo taking part 
with tho islanders againet ths Cbooah, while 
others wero in favor of his withboldingsheep 
Irom the islanders. This led to a war wliiob 
endod in a great number leaving for Queen 
Charlotte, from which tbey neither returned 
nor kept up any communication whatever 
with their relations tbo Stickeenitcs. 

THE CUO0AII. 

The Stiokoens, Tongas aod all the Indians 
up into Alatkit, or rather Silks,-, call the 
raven Yale. It is remarkable that tho raven 
ha3 always escited smorget tho Indians on 
the north west coast so much von^raiion. From 
lime immemorial he was considered ee a 
Deity, evtn the Supremo Creator. From 
aim, in ancient times, all tbo Iodiaos ssuglit 
redress lor their grievances. For instance 
once tbo Indians abjut Nias River wore 
starviog. They called the Yale to their as- 
sistance, nnd alter bearing] tlitir grievance" 
he took out of tbe mist (ine air being at that 
time fall of i<) a bacdlul and turned it ii.to 
salmon, by meuna of which ha filled the 
river, which he said wou'd supply ihern with 
food lor all time provid d thuy woalJ bo 
industrious nnd lay up a store in season to 
previde against the winter. He taught them 
bow to split boaids and build bou:es, to 
make ctdai-baik ha's, mats ond ropes. 
While supplying their wants ho taught them 
to live peacefully tonethtr. Ho also tau^hi 
ihem virtin', bin Le did not oeem to eet un 
examplo timsel', for taking to himself a 
wile trom auiouKSt tbo salmon, ho and he 
stump were gambling together on« day and 
be beat tbo stuiap. lieing in dated with pride 
at his victory over tho stump, bo went homo 
aud gave bis wifo a healing, on account 
which sho lied into tbe river, taking all bis 
winter's alores of salmon aUug with her. 
Although bi! was kind to the people yet they 
seem to have despised him, for tradition joes 
on to say that onco upon n time as ho was 
wandering about the Stick-eo country looking 
after tbo interests of tbe people, night coming 
on fouud tiim tired and weary near tbo home 
of an old friend ol bis named Canook. 
Tbo Vale went inside and stayed tor the 
night. Hiving had supper they turned in, and 
it beiug summer lime and water being scarce 
they bad but little. Towards midnight, the 
1'ale beiug thirsty, and thinking Canook and 
liis wife to be asleep, tin up 10 help himself 
to a drink; but Cauook'd wife bcin^ awake, 
and watching his movements, on Sf-ing him 
mako lor tbe water, called to her husband, 
•'Unnuok, get up, tbe Yale steals tho water!'' 
Canook having got up to diivo him away, 
lie Bew up to the top of tho liou^e, trying to 
get o;it by tho smoke hole. Canook perceiv- 
ing bis intention, threw a lot ol green wood 
ou tho liro on purposo to prevent him from 
seeing tho amok .' hole. After Hying ab out in 
tho amoko for somo time bo at length found 
bis way out, but in going out tbo smoke 
changed hia coat from a poro white to a glossy 
black, which baa remained the color of his 
race ever since; all rareua being descended 
from him. 

The Hydalis havo a tradition, which runs as 
follows;— Tbe raven and coot [eagle) wen.' 
inseparable friends. Tbo eagle having to 
be absent Irom homo for a short time, in 
bis nbaonco, tbe Chooah stole tho eagle'j 
wile'a afl'ecliona. On roturning nnd learning 
bow matters stood, the eagle took a largo 
stick and pounded the Cbooah, and thinking 
lie was dend threw him into lb" Bea, when 11 
large fish immediately swallowed bim up. No 
■ooner was lie swallo ;red up than be recover- 
ed, and on recoveiln^ began to pick his 
way out. Tbo largo lish fooling bad from the 
picking, ran himself ashore, where tbe Chooah 
picked hu way out. Beforo ho entered tbo 
lisb ho was ptrra white, when bo got out bo 
waa glossy black. J. DEANS, 

Tho following plan ia said to havo been 
lately pursued in Older to baston tha decia>< 
iin ol u rolractorv jury, who wero locked up 
to considor their verdio', in England : li 
waa just Buppertime, and ilia court ofnoials 
had no wish to pass tlin night in waitiu t up- 
on the twelvegood mun who wero deliber- 
ating on thoir verdict. A lirgo dish ol 
beefsteak, friod with ioiiH, giving off a 
body of aroma sufficient to fill tho largest hull 
in England, was brought into the passage 
eloso to Hits door of the unhappy jurymen's 
orison, Tho door was opened, Hie cover 
taken o< tho dish, tho nrumii of tho bleaks and 
onions floated In and invaded and pervaded 
evory corner of llio room. Hern mortal Eng- 
lishmen couldn't staud out long against euch 
an appetizing aroma: A second opining of 
the door aud advancement of tho dish clench, 
tho matter, ami enabled tbo jury to find a 
unanimous verdict.

A Hamuli Tiger. 

From tlin Loudon Tirana, Dec 27th. 

Ail nro familiar with atorioa oi tho 
man-eating tiger of India. Hut 
now from Franoe conns a feirful 
ruuord. For soma time puii 1 , ono or two 
quiet agricultural villugea botweon 
Soloagne utul Otitis scorn to htwo beon 
kept in conBtunt alarm by u myaterious 
aonca of outrages, Incendiury fires, 
rot>beriOs v attempts nt murder, aotual 
murders acoompaniod with brutal mu- 
tinatious, woro porpotratod year nft6r 
year and month after month. The 
criminal aftor ouoh outrage oontrived 
to rotroat uuobsorvud to his lair, bat 
at longtb a trifling ooincidonoo iu con- 
uootiou with ono of tho robborioa throw 
nuspioion upon tho guilty person who 
bus so long beau tho soourgo of hia 
neighbours, 

Jo-ojih Lemettro was bat 18 yoars 
old when, in 18G-1 ho waa iu aervioo at 
tho farmhotno of Sellis, and hnd wou 
couudenco by his *quiot conduct ond 
re»ulnr halite,' and sinco that date ho 
is bolio?od to havo porpotrated at loaat 
27 chinos, many of them of tho deepoBt 
dyo, Tho acte d'aconaation will bo 
fouud as unual in France to presont 
a vivid career of melignity, but tho 
briofeat and moat prodaio Brjmmary ia 
Hutiieiontly appalling. Iu tho autumn 
of 18G1 sjitio stacks of beaoa, a houBe 
and shod, and, again noma farm buildings 
wero on throo dia'.inot occasions burnt 
down. jNo motive ia usigned in thoso 
instances but tho neciebnt of Lame tire 
having been soon noar tho spot', and 
aftor denying it throw 011 hlrn grave 
eUBilicion, from which, bowovor, ho w: s 
protected by hia general good character, 
fiarlyirj tho nest year llio farmhouse 
of tho man who had suspected bim was 
broken into and an attompt waa made 
to sot it on lire, and it may bo presu- 
med that in ull these cages liro bad 
been omployod in order to cover tho 
robbory. L^mettre'a master thou died 
andtho hiatory pusses ovor on intcrvul 
of two year-. Lomottro, however, 
soems to havo remained in tho service 
of bin Into magter/s widow, and when, 
in 1SG7, sho waa married to a connection 
of hia own, and went co reside at 
a neighbouring bamlot, he acojmpanied 
them, 

At tbo ond of that year the course of out- 
rages ro-commenoed, not to bo again intern 
rupted until Lemottre's apprehension. In 
Sontombor hia fellow-aervant wdb robbei ol 
G20f. Snots wero firad at his omployorB, 
and a box full of powder placed against the 
ivall of their house. Lcuiettre, it ia Bftid, 
now admits that he committed these outrages 
in order to frighten bis mnstor uud mistress 
baik to their old larm. Tho next year 18C8, 
was marked by a murderous aa«ault on a 
brewer's earman as be was returning from 
Andresjllea with (oma money lor bia em 
ployor. A barbaroos mutilation, moreover, 
was iuflioted on the victim, wbieh was re 
peatod iu some ol the subsequent outrages 
Io the same year a widow who lived alone 
al a larm-house in Andreeelles, and who 
had receivod a sum of £1,260, waa aroueed 
at night by a man demanding bei money or 
her life; ho brulally Blabbed her. her house 
was'paniilly robbed Occe more, in ibe same 
yosr. tho b "U8o of a priest waa entered 
during midcight miei aod robbed of plate 
and money. The year 18C9 opened with 
two robbeii'js o( money Irom tho same fel- 
low servant who hadbeen robbed in 1807. 
Lemettre, about this time, took a hou-n io 
Andresuiltv. In the couibj ol the summer a 
yo'jng mas vr j " found murdered and robbed, 
on the eveo'u i alter .1 lair, wi h Ids beau 
close to the siable dnor ul Lome'tre'e home, 
and the b-idy exhibited the asme horrible 
mutilation db thu previaus assault on ihu 
bt«wor. Suspicion fall on thu owner ol u 
win-.' oil op, who, however, w-e soou exoner- 
ated by being himself murdered with ihe 
aaiHH marks ot brutality. Tha house hud 
been robbed and uilempia made to (ire it. 
A fifth crima this your was a burglary nt a 
farmhoua?. Tha year 1870 oponed with th; 
murder ol a man who hud denounced tha 
exiateeoe of rolibors in the noiytiboibood , and 
another burglary wai committed. L<?iiioi!ra 
was then ubsent lrum borne lor six months 
s^rviny: in the Oradu .Monde, and d u ri 11 jj hia 
anFoueii tha crimes oeased, Immediately 
ou hin ruturn, in'Apdl, 1871, throe5?uoL'eGsive 
horgalariea renewed the alarm of the neigh- 
borhood, and Lemettre began 10 bo watobed. 
He bimBOlf, however lilt sufficiently securo 
to szet married, and to celobrate tha occasion 
with a prolusenesi vrbtob n r , doubt nggravat- 
od the thrifty peasants suspicion, At length 
he wa^ observed ono morning by a man who 
had long BUipeeted him creeping into a cure's 
housn an 1 waa captured in tbe act of robbery. 
His boa-"} beiog then searched, nr tic i 
stolen in previous robberies woro luund iu his 
pob«o^io:), ond ho coofes.'od to ono of tho 
worit of Ihe murders; uud the singular 
similarity ol these crime*, coupled with tl o 
cirou instances now Been to coautot him with 
them, prouludas any doubt that ho wua tho 
perpretrator of tha whole pp.rios, 

A more horrible revelation ol tho depth of 
degradation of which humanity is capable 
could hardly bo presented than this. It bo- 
InngH to that olaaa of oases— happily rare — in 
which tha criminal e.ceino to bo deslit.ua of 
any susceptibility to ordinary human feeling 
and io po.isi'm no other motive thun a p iliry 
greed, and no other intellectual faoalty than 
a depraved cunning and u Bupreaeaelfi«h< 
doss, 

/V hoy who hnil born engaged to cook by a 
bachelor blacksmith wan one diy holding some 
hot iron while his employer waa hammering it, 
and accidentally burnt his fingers, "You foot,', 
naiil the blacksmith, you mi^hl hnvo known it 
would burn you. Hereafter, if you wish to ascer- 
tain if anything Is hotenough to burn, spit on it, 
and if it does not hiss it's cool." The next day 
when the blacksmith oame to dinner, the boy 
f»t»ve him some uuu,i, 'It's too hot, I mink' said 
the blacksmith. 'Oh, no,' returnod tho boy. '1 
just tried it, and found it cool enough.' Thus 
assured, the blacksmith took a huge mouthful 
of llio scalding soup whieh lie quickly spluttered 
out from hin burnt mouth. 'Ymi rascal,' ho roared 
collaring tho boy, 'why, diden't you tell mo that 
it wns ooolf '1 tried it just the way you told 
me, sir,' tho buy answered: "I spit ou it, and 
it didn't bias. ' 



A Monstbu Manufactory. — Krupp'fl great 
iron wnrka at Essen, Germany, cover nearly 
eight rqnare milea and ono aud a half miles 
are under cover. They furnish employment 
to 10,0000 men, who do thoir work under a 
discipline as strict aa that of tha military 
servioo. Cnatings iveighiDr» forty tona have 
boeu made povera! times in these work?, and 
ton and twelve ton bloeka are every-day 
sights. Tnere are forty-nine'bammera in Ibe 
works of which four of five aro Iwenty-Gvo 
tons, threo or four fifteen tons, and a large 
number fl va and ten tons. The greatest of 
all the hammers is a wonder and cost $500- 
000. Its foundations nro oue hundred feet 
deep, ooniisiing of tbtee tiera — the Gret con- 
structed of solid masonry, the oecond of tbo 
heavioBt and stoutest oaks to be found in all 
Germany, and the third of oylodorical teg- 
menta of oast iron on whicb tbo anvil blook 
rosta. The head of tho bammer weighs fifty 
tons, its face is of steel, und in making it, 
alter tbe ateel had beon cast, ond while it 
waB molten, oast iron was poured into it from 
ihe back. Everything that belongs to it, 
and the engine that operates it, ia in dupli- 
cate and triplicate. Four eteameraneseerve 
it, and these are each tested to bear two 
hundred tona, aud ara intended to boar forty 
toD|ingot?, which aro tbe largest cast. Io 
1866 sixtyione thousand tons of steel were 
turned out from Ibe works.
